It ia aatis- 
factory to learn, however, that the offers re- 
oeived in every ease are below the estimates 
made by Mr. Fleming, and which are public 
property. Indeed the proposals are in each 
case much more favorable than was 
antioipated by the gentlemen who dtsoussed 
the projeot at the recent colonial conference 
and upon the whole completely remove 
every obstacle urged against tho feasibility 
of the Pacific cable. It is eiguifioant that 
in the proposal nubmitted by tboao who are 
willing to lay the line no objection is offered 
to the length of the link from Vancouver to 
Fanning island, or to other British posses- 
sions and points suggested for landing the 
cable in tho event of a landing place not 
being procurable in the Hawaiian group. 
This sets at rest all question of establishing 
an exclusively Britisn cable between Canada 
and Australia.

Seattle, Nov. 9 —The old oontroversy 
aa to the legality of the sale of oleomarga- 
rine as battor baa been revived here by the 
arrest of W. J. Henderson, the " cow but- 
ter man," on a warrant churgiug him with 
violating the city ordinance passed last 
June, which probibita the sale of " unclean, 
unwholesome, or adulterated food." Health 
OlHoer Palmer said he was informed that 
the cow butter man was selling olcumarga- 
rino for butter, and that in the 
first part of October Plumbing In- 
spector Brown wont to tho cow butter 
store and asked for butter. Mr. Henderson 
was uofc there, but a clork put up tho goods. 
The stuff was sent to Clieniiik Bogardus, 
who analyzed it and doolared it to bo oloo- 
margarino. Thia brings up tho old ques- 
tion as to whether butterino or oleomargar- 
ine ahall be clasBod aa "unclean, unwholo- 
somo or adulterated " food. Manager For- 
syth, of tho Cuduhy Packing C!ompany, says 
that Dr. PalfVicr a short time a^o, iu the 
presence of himaeif and another gentleman, 
said that buttorine waa leas harmful and 
more wholesome than nine-tenths of tho 
butter that Is placed on sale in the city. 
This case will aebtle the validity or invalid- 
ity of the ordnance aa applied to butterine.

U. S. ELECTIONS. 

RoBult of Tuesday's Contests More Conclusive 
ARalnst the UenioCrala Than Supposed. 

Ne.v'Yokk, Nov. 9. — Some of the early 
morning reports respecting the resnlb of 
Tuesday's election for representatives In 
Congress which indicated that the landslide 
had affected Texas were nob confirmed by 
later returns, and tho total number of cnn- 
greaamen credited to each of the parties will 
not be materially changed from that previ- 
ously announced. To-day's changes make 
tho total strength of the several parties in 
the next House of Representatives as fol- 
lows : Republicans, 245 ; Democrats, 100. 

VVasiiinoton, Nov. 9 — Indications are 
that the Fifty-fourth congreea will open 
with numerous contests for seats in the 
house from Southern states. Reports re- 
ceived at Republioan headquarters make it 
plain that unless there ia a change either of 
mind or conditions there will be at least 
three contests from Louisiana, one or two 
from Virginia and some from North Caro- 
lina and Tenneaaee, :witl> a possibility of 
contoata from 'Al&bama,' Kentucky and Ar- 
kansas. 

Louisville, Ky., Nov. 9.— In yesterday's 
Courier-Journal, under tho head, " Have 
We a Democratic Party 1" Mr. Wabterson 
says : ■> ■ .. 

" Never did a great party go to the people 
under auoh handicaps as were carried by the 
D:>moarats into the campaign just ended. 
Hard times are bad enough, but they might 
have been parried. Faction fights among 
small claimants and rival placemen ware bad 
enough, but parties have met and overcome 
such obstaolea before now. Bnb ,with a re- 
cord for perfidy and dishonor, as MrrCleve- 
land aptly described it, to face aiid defend 
in a hand-to-hand fight with the United 
Repnblioans, led by Harrison, MoKinley and 
Reed, it waa disheartening for the Demo- 
crats to have to face also the dull self-sufE- 
oiency and stolid indifference of an admin- 
istration that made no sign, uttered no word, 
and, at least in the state of New York, 
seemed to desire to defeat the regular 
Democratic nominees. The battle for tariff 
reform will have to go down to the foot and 
take a new start. The battle over the 
money issue will soon be upon us. We 
ahall see if there is Demooracy enouch left 
of tho true blue stripe to make a great 
coat, good aguinst all weather, or whether 
wo must still wear a coat of many colors, 
covering, not a homogeneous party inspired 
by faith and trust, but a mere bundle of 
fautions thrown together by an upheaval ot 
the times." 

Baltimore, Md. , Nov. 9.— Ambassador 
Thomas F. Bayard said yesterday : 

" I had great apprehension as to the re- 
sult of the recent elections for some time. I 
don't want to run afoul of the gentlemen 
responsible for the delay in passing the 
tariff bill, but a patriot's duty is unmistak- 
able. The necessity for pnre Democratic 
tariff legislation waa never so great aa it is 
now. Bills for free raw tnaterlal should be 
passed immediately^ « and"tlu9iil the. ' oonntry 
wonld be able to oontemplate' the 'Democrat- 
io.Idea of a.tarifl; in fall. Work ing;,, order, for 
bwo'yeara-befdris'thia^^natiioBlileie'cttbn^rdlls

Portland, Nov. 9.— Gov. Pennoyer, in 
an interview on the late election, aaid : 

" Two years ago the people jumped out of 
the frying-pan into the fire ; this year they 
have jumped back into the frying-pan again. 
This election landslide ia really an unwitting 
rebuke to Cleveland for adhering to the Re- 
publioan financial policy nntil the oonntry 
is nearly bankrupt."

EellKlons Ceremony at Washington 
Attended by the President 
and Others. 



Cause of the Czar's Death— The Late 
Emperor's Last Official 

• ■ . . ,.■ Letter. -i-.-'M ■ ; 



WAsmNGTOir, D. C, Nov, 9.^— Solemn 
requiem mass for the repose of the soul of 
tho late Emperor of Russia was celebrated 
at the Russian legation in the proacuco of a 
distinguished audience. The coleljrant of 
the mass was Bishop Nicolas, of San Fran- 
cisco, He had three assistants. Tho ser- 
vices were oondnoted in tho drawing room 
of the legation, wbioh was appropriately ar- 
ranged for, the Qoeaaion. The mass was con- 
ducted, according to'the ritoal of the Greek 
church. President Cleveland ocoapicd a 
prominent aeat directly to the left of liishop 
Nicolas. The members of the cabinet pre- 
sent were : Oresham, Carlisle, Limonb and 
OIney. 

St. PETERsnrrna, Nov. 9. — A diagnoaia 
shows that tho Cz tr died from paralysis of 
tho heart, the rosulc of degenerate muscles, 
hypertrophy of the heart and granular 
atrophy of the kidneys. 

During the last* two days of his life 
Aloxandor III disoassod at length with the 
present Czar the state of family affairs. Ho 
diotated tho letter by which the news of 
hisdoathwae tobocommunicated to tho heads 
of other states. This letter began with tho 
words : " My father is no longer among 
the living." It gave the assurance that 
Nicholas II would continue his father's 
foreign policy and do his best to reign in all 
other reepeots as did his father, ^'he com- 
munication was eventually sent by Nicholas 
II directly, as his father desired, and with- 
out previous roferonco to the ministers. 

King Alexander of Servia will coino to the 
funeral. Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria will 
send delcgatos, and the Sobranje will be re- 
prceonted, probably by depatation. Crown 
Priiion Ferdinand of Roumania will repre- 
sent King Charles. The Grand Duke George, 
heir to the throne, will return at once to 
Abbas Tnman, which be left to ge to I^iva- 
dia. He is too sick to venture a journey 
north to the funeral. It ia said that after 
the funeral the Czarina will' devote heraelf 
to nursing him. 

Moscow, Nov. — A second funeral train 
nocompanicd the body of the Czar as far as 
this city. Empernr Nicholas accompanied 
tho body of tho Czar only as far as Sebastc- 
pol, where be boarded the cruiser Oriel en 
route for St). Petersburg.

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WHO FIRED THE SflOTV 



■Wltnesees for the Prosecution of 
. ' Oplniou That Mrs. Lobb Could 
Not Have Done It. 



Behavior of tlie Accused After tlio 
Tragredy-Hls t^PrpT'ous 
.V dted Condition. ... 



New Wbstmiksteb, Noy. 9.— (Speolal)— 
In the Lobb oaae Charles G. Tiadnlo, of Van- 
conver, was the ilrst witnoes oallod tbis 
morninf! to e,ivo export evidence for the pur 
po80 of rendering Dr. MoKaoheru Bubso 
quent ovidenoo as to bis opinion as a medical 
mui.ptrmiBBible., Xbe wltnena Xiedale said 
lie bad made a nn'mber of experimenta with 
the same revolver found near the body and 
the same cartridpea on the same material of 
cloth as that of wbioh the garments were 
made, worn by Mrs. Lobb on the night of 
the shooting, nnd placed on a sack of lluur, 
Qjho shot was firod at an angle of about 45, 
BouordiiiL' to tho angle brought out in evi- 
dence, and at 15 inches away it was very 
BiiDilur lu ilie ruBulla to tho fatal shot. Tho 
shot fired at 12 iuohea showed t.hn (jrnins of 
burnt powder wore much closer together 
than thoBO of tho iutal shot. Ho thought 
twelve inches woa too close for the fatnl shot 
to be (ired. On a aoooud utlompt at twelve 
inchoa this olosenesH of tho powder graiua 
was nioro ninrUed ; in other respects tho re- 
Bults wore similar. A second attempt at 
fifteen incht'B was the same as tho first, save 
that the hule niudu by tho passage of the 
bullet was slightly singed. A trial at 
thirty.aiz inohea conclusively proved that 
were the shooting at u long dietunco there 
would bo no signs of burns, or the powder 
grains would be much scattered. Trials at 
forty-eight inches were very dissimilar in- 
deed to tho fatal shot, Tho results ut 13^ 
laobee were very similar to that of the fatal 
sbot, with the exoRption that more of the 
olotbing was burnt. Witness continued 
"From the result of my experiments 
and my technioal knowledge I conclude that 
the fatal shot was fired nob nearer than 
thirteen and a half ioches and not further 
away than fifteen and a half inohea. All 
my measuremetB were taken from the muz- 
zle of the pistol to the oloth as fired at. The 
length of the barrel of the pUtol ii under 
three and a half Inohea, and tbe lengtl^ from 
trigger when oooked to the muzzle of' the 
pistol la &ve and an eighth. Tbe marks on 
the dressing sown are a little fainter now 
than in Jnly. yndonbtedly the blood on 
the gitrment would have a tendency to hide 
the burning. Tho witness gave as his 
opinion that experiments made on ordinary 
clothing with .^S calibre revolver (same ac 
those made by Dr. McEaohern) wore of no 
practical value for purpoaes of compariaon. 

Dr.)McEichern, being recalled, said he 
had made experimenta by firing shots with a 
,38-oalibre revolver at pieces of Canton flan- 
nel against a piece of timber at an angle of 
34 degrees, which in hia opinion ia tbe angle 
at which the fatal shot, was fired. • 

Qaestion— " From year own experiments 
and from hearing Mr. Tladale'a evidence, 
what conolnrion do yon arrive at aa to tbe 
distance at wbioh the fatal shot waa fired !" 

• Qaeation objected to and objection over- 
rnled. 

The Witness — "The shot was fired from 
ab3at fifteen inches. I measured tho arm of 
iho deceaaed from the point of the shoulder 
to the knuckle of the |middle . finger. The 
mcaauremont waa twenty-five and three- 
(juartora inches." 

A piece of cardboard was produced show- 
iug the angle at which the shot was Sred. 
Tfie witooas sat in the chair the body was 
found in, placed a board at an angle on his 
chest and, taking bis coat off, held a revol- 
ver pointed at hia chest, as far as he ooald 
awuy from him. Tbe distance was then 
measured between the muzzle of tbe gun 
and bis chest and found to be fifteen and a 
half inchea. WilneBB' arm when measured 
was found to be an inch longer than that of 
deceased. 

The witness continued, " I do not think 
the wound was aelf inflicted, I have known 
tbe prisoner a year or more, I attended his 
family ; aaw Mra. Loob in the afternoon of 
the day of the shooting ; she was apparent 
ly cheerful ; I never saw her otherwise than 
cheerful ; when I was in the house in the 
evening after the shooting, the prisoner was 
beside himaclf ; ho was alirieking for liquor 
and rofering to the ooourrenoe and asking 
why he hadn't shot bimseif ; from tho tone 
of the priaoner'a voice I judged ho meant 
that if he had shot himself thia wouldn't 
hove hiippimcd ; lio also called out ' my 
poor wife, my only love.' " 

Dr. MucEnchorn continuing in answer to 
the lawyer for tho accused, said he had ox 
amined the priaoner at ono time ; he found 
be was threatened with conaumption. 

Mr. Young's opinion ^8 to the shot being 
fired not moro than fourteen inches awuy 
was read when tho wimeus said ho would 
sooner take Mr. i'ouug'a opinion thao hia 
own. 

At Mr. Davis' request the witness' arm 
waa again measured, the result being that it 
waa found to be 26 inobes — three-six 
teentba of an inch more than deoeaeed'a. He 

could not say positively that the angle 
of tho bullet striking tbe body would be 
tho angle lino of fire ; the bullet striking 
tho body might be dcflnoted slightly. Tho 
distance from which he said tbe shot was 
iirod was judged entirely from tho indica 
tlona on tlio clothinf^. 'I'hc revolvi-r couli 
have fullun from the ImiiJ of ihi; (incensed to 
where it was found. 'J'lu! bullet wuh not 
deflected in this ot^fc au tho probe fell into 
tho cavity of its own v.'eiglit. 

Judge I'.ole to witncHa : "Do you not 
know that such a slight aubatiiuoc uh tisaui 
paper, placed ;it a certain angle to a honvy 
army riliu will matoriully delloct a bullet 
fired at it 'I " 

'Witness : " No, I v.-an not awnro of it." 
Dr. I'raeger deposed that lie had known 
tho priaoner and hia wife for over three 
years, and attended them profebsionnlly. 
Mrs. Lobb was of an extremely cheerful dis- 
position. On tho alternoun of June H, he 
saw Mrs. Lobb. She was in good health 
and good apirits ; ho aaw Mr. iLobb ut tbe 
same time ; ho waa unwell. 
The Crown; "Anything else?" 
Witness : " I had my suspicions." 
Jnatlce Bole : " That will do." 
WitheiB oontlnuing said be examined tbe 
body, and believed tho ballet produced waa 
the one found in the body. 

Xbe evidence of this witneaa further cor- 
roborated that of the previoua witneaa. He 
did not assume that he was in a position to 
mathematically describe as to how many 
foot or inohea tho pistol waa away frouj the 
body when tho fatal ehot wan fired. " I'rom 
my knowledge of medical jurisprudence," 
ha B»id, " I can only aay as a niedionl ex- 
port whether tho pistol was fired at a gr«at 
or short dietunco. Thoanglo of the bullut'a 
night through tho boriy was thirty four de- 
grees ; 1 saw nothing to deflect the bullet ; 
from my hearing of tho aworu expert testi- 
mony and from my examination ef the 
wound and body 1 am of opinion that the 
wound was not self inflicted ; I measured 
the deceaaed woman'a arm and it waa 25| 



inobes long. The shot was fired about fifteen 
inches from the body." 

To counsel for the accused—" I question 
that tho pistol waa fired with the thumb ; 14 
inohea would be found to bo the extreme 
distance at which deceaaed could have a 
solf-lnfliotod wound ; it was extremely im- 
probable that the wound could have been 
Bolf'icfliotod at 15 inobes with the arm at 
whole length." 

Counaol Davla — " One-nixteonth of an 
inch may mean lifo or death. Tho difTer- 
once between Dr. McEiohorn's arm ni)ii de- 
ceased's, uccarding to your mcasuroniout ia 
nine eixteeuths of an inch, waa it poBsible 
for the wound to be aolf-infl'cted fourteen 
and nine-sixteenths incities.. ;iyhen . you saw 
Dr. McEadbern could firWiiie pistol at 16 
inohi'B." 

Witnesa — "It would bo extremely im- 
probable ; I am thinking of other thinga." 

" Never mind other things,", said the 
counsel. . . - ., , 

Mr. MacEachern was recalled M to . the 
measurement of his arm. 

A Juryman — " Ware. the ' garments close 
to the skin or were they out by tho 
breaats ? " 

^^ itnesB — " Close to tho skin." 

Ellen Webster deposed that abe recog- 
nized tho ptatol aa Mr. Lobb's ; it was kept 
In a cupboard at daytimes but in bed at 
night under Mr. Lobb's pillow. 

To Mr. Davis—" I lived with tho Lobba 
a year and nine months ; Mr. and Mra. 
Lobb were very fond of each other ; when 
Mr. Lobb was away the pistol was kept 
under Mrs. Lobb's pillow." 

To a Juror — " Mrs. Lobb was not timid 
with firearms; abe waa right-handed; I 
only saw Mrs. Lobb handle a pistol by 
taking it from the bed to the cupboard." 

Robert Jamison, manager of one of tho 
Vanoouver Coal.Uompany's mines, dspoaed 
that be waa intimate with the prisoner ; he 
saw a pistol aimilar to the one prodnced in 
Lobb'a home in Jnly, .1893; Lobb was on 
tbe Spree — 

Justice Bole : " Stop 1 I cannot admit 
that answer, if Mrs. Lobb was not present, 
if you propose to sfaow something that Lobb 
did with tho pistol." 

James Lister, recalled, said he did not 
hoar a pistol shoe on the night of June S. 
Tho first time ho saw Lobb drinking was 
when Mra. Lobb had her first baby. 

This closed tho case for tho Crown. 

Several witneseea will bo oiillod for tho do- 
fenco, contrary to expectations. Tho ciso 
will probably be terminated to-morrow. 

WINNIf E(i WIRINGS. 

Premier Oreenwny on tbe School Question— 
AcqntttiU on a Charge of In- 
tent to Kill. 

WiNNlPEO, Nov. 9.— (Special.)— Premier 
Groenway, in reply to the petition of the 
Catholics for redress on tbe separate school 
question, has forwarded a note to the chair- 
man of the delegation, referring them ,to a 
recent memorial by the Manitoba govern- 
ment to the privy council as his answer to 
tho petition. 

At tho Brandon assizes yesterday James 
Boatty, charged with shooting with intent 
to kill his wife, was found not guilty. On 
July 13 last Beatty shot bis wife Rebecca 
while she was in the company of one W. H. 
Greor. Beatty, who ia an old man, admitted 
that be shot hia wife and justified 
himaolf on tho ground that ho was driven to 
distraction by the conduct of the womon, 
who, he aaid, lived in open and notorious 
adultery with Greer. The jury brought in a 
verdict of not guilty, on the ground that the 
prisoner did the shooting under a specifio 
delusion. 

H. C. Payne, one of the official receivers 
of the Northern Paolfio Riilwuy is herewith 
a party of officials, Tho objoot of bis visit 
here ia to take tbe management of the aflairs 
of the branch roads out of the bands of tbe 
sub-receivers appointed to take charge of 
the difi'erent divisions.

Tho City of Nunaiino is the pioneer coal 
mining centre of the North I'acifiu Coast, 
tho lirat shaft being sunk by tho Hudson 
IJiy Company forty-two years ugo, Under 
tho progreaaivo mauugenient of the present 
ownora the New Vancouver Coal Mining 
and Land Company, Limited, of London, 
England, looally reprcaentud by Mr. Samuel 
M. tiohina, tho Nanaimo collieries still re- 
tain tho Urab position in point of capital in- 
vested and monthly output. As you have 
expressed a desire to visit tho oompuny's 
v/orka we feel it would not bo entirely out of 
pUce to draw your attention to the buooces- 
ful adoption ot many of the modern appli- 
ances for mining and handling coal in vogue 
im these collieries, notably that several 
electric locomotives are in daily active aar- 
vice, hauling lone traina of coal cara, G50 foot 
below the'aurfaco, running underneath the 
watera of our harbor from the Esplanade 
ahaft in this city to Protection Island abaft, 
a distance of a mile and a half. 

Vour Exoellency, doubtlces, !a well aware 
that the principal uonaumora of the superior 
coal mined in British Colunnbia are our 
American neighbors on tho Pacifio Slope. 
Reoiprocity in coal between tho United 
States and the Dominion of Canada would, 
we feel certain, prova mutually bencfiai^l, 
and would certainly create latger demaaii 
for British Columbia coal and tnus materi- 
ally add to the prosperity of this oity and of 
the province and of the Dominion, 

Tho extensivsbedsof high grade iron ore 
contigaoua toourooal seams mdnees us to 
hope that the eatablishment and snaoessful 
operation of extenstTe'smeUitig. works is not 

far distant, and that Buch WOlkS WilL^ all 
probability bo looated in Nanaimo, 

The port cf Nanaimo undoubtedly stands 
the highest in the province in regard to 
the volume of deep-sea vessels loading car- 
goes, and the necessity of u drydock suitable 
for repairins vessels cf large tonnage is most 
keenly felt. The great range of tide and the 
natural aito in our harbor would enablesnob 
u dock to be constructed at comparatively a 
nominal cost. 

Concluding, we desire to (xprcaa tho wish 
that Counlosa Aberdeen and youraelf have 
found your trip to and aojourn in the Paci- 
fio Piovinoe a aourcs of pleasure and enjoy- 
ment and that your future may be replete 
with happineaa and prosperity. 

Hia Excellency made a most happy and 
genial reply, thanking the citizens of N:t- 
naimo for the cordial domonstrotloBs — at 
once public-spirited, patriotic, hoapitablo 
and heartfelt. Ho apologized for tho delay 
and explained its cause. He proceeded 
to pay a high tribute of praiso to 
tho E it N. Railway manageniont and Mr. 
Duusmuir personally lor tho conveniences 
whioh had been made for the journey, lla 
was hero to see rather than to talk and was 
pleaaod with the addroas, not only for tho 
sentiments expressed, but for tho iufor- 
mation it contained. Ho wished to 
aea and bear as much as posstile 
of the aurrounding locality and illuatratijus 
of ita buaineaa enterprise and whac can ba 
told in a limited time regarding the concerns 
of the place. His Exoellenoy referred to tho 
decorations and mottoes, eapooially com- 
menting on the one " God Bleaa Her and 
You " on the huge evergreen arch erected 
by Mr. Thomas Kitchen.

(Che Amerioan newspapers haye different 
Ways of aooounting for the terrific defeat of

ducer to be attained had they not been snp- 
plcmented by the best methods of produo- 
tion and uniform high quality. Farhapa the 
best evidence of the excellence of Canadian 
oheese was afforded by tho reaulta of the 
competition at the World's Fair, whore out 
of a total number of 8-19 entries from tho 
Dominion no less than 736 lots were found 
by tho judgea to be ontided to medals and 
diplomas, and no fewer than 101 exhibits 
scored higher than tho highest award to the 
cheese from any other oountry in the same 
olasaea. 



ONTARIO'S GOLD FIELDS. 

It is not generally known that there aro 
pold-fialds in Western Ontario. But we 
find by tho Toronto Empire that there aro iu 
that part of tho Dominion prospoutora and 
speoulatora who searoh for gold and deal in 
gold mines. There are " valuable proper- 
tiea " on an Island in the Lake of the Woods 
and even mines in working order, with the 
romantic and appropriate names "Sultana" 
and " Ophir." They aro both said to be 
very rich. .The Ophir mine was worked 
some years ago by ao English firm, ." who 
abandoned it owing to the difficulty that 
then existed of getting a perfect title to the 
property. Tho Sultana has not .been 
abandoned but hos boon worked 
for tho last two years, " during 
the greater part of which time," 
says the Bmpire, " a gold brick of an aver- 
age value of over $1,000 has been sent in 
from it every week to the looil bank." A 
syndicate of English capitalists, we are told, 
have purchased these properties with a view 
to their rapid development. Tho Sultana 
with, wo presume, tho Uphir has been sold 
for $250,W)0, and " another mining looation 
situated on Wbitefish Bay, no great distance 
from Rat Portage, has been sold to the well 
known English expert, W; C. Motley, for 
$30,000." 

Tho Empire is of opinion that there are 
gold and other minerals to be found over a 
large areo of Western Ontario. It says : 

With the exception of a few fertile tracts 
here and there, especially the valley of the 
Rainy River itaelf, Weatern Ontario, from 
Jjako Superior to the prairies of Manitoba, 
is nothing but a mining oountry. Now that 
the silver industry in the territory about 
Port Arthur is temporarily, at least, at a 
standstill, the ptoapeot of the speedy open- 
ing up of a wide stretoh of almost unknown 
value — reaching from Lake Shebandowan on 
tho east to Lake of the Woods on tho west 
— gives us hopes thot the vast mineral re- 
sources, by no meana confined to the 
precious} (metal alone, of that portion 
of Canada may become widely known 
and appreciated. This year has seen 
a oonaioerable movement of men interested 
in mining into various pans of tho district, 
many "prospeota" have been located, ono 
or two new towns have sprung up on both 
aides of the boundary. Aa a matter of fact, 
however, the existence of gold-bearing 
quartz in and around Lake of the Woods 
was proved yeara ago, and a good deal of 
crudely experimental mining has been done 
at different timea ; but unfortunately it was 
attended by the inevitable failure that 
marks anoh enterprises when conducted 
with mismanagement, inexperience and, 
above all, the want of aufiloient capi- 
tal. In some oases the difficulty of 
access and tho absolute non-exist- 
ence at tho time of proper machinery 
auffiolently explained the want of succcsa. 
While It la trna that - nothing sncoaeda jike 
snooeas, the reverse of 'that haokneyed saw 
ia eqaally bo— one faitnre bricga another ; 
and what took plabe led - many people to 
condemn the oonntry without properly esti- 
mating the. faota ot tbe case. Then the 
trickery, wliiali too frequently charaoterizes 
mining affairs In almost every oountry, was 
not wanting in this to complete the unfor- 
tunate impression. There seema to be some- 
thing in mining — possibly because the ele- 
ment of apeoulation outers into it so Urcjely 
— that conduces to scheming not always obso- 
lutely honest, to say the least. 

RAPID DEVBLOPUBST. 

The oheese trade of Canada is a com- 
paratively recant creation, and the rapidity 
of its growth and development is truly 
amazing. The time in which Canada did 
not produce oheeso enough for her own con- 
sumption is within the memory of thousands 
of Canadians now living. If anyone forty 
or fifty years ago had predicted that the ex 
port of cheese from Canada would before 
very long exfwed the export of wheat, ho 
would be regarded as °a foolish dreamer. 
Very little cheese waa then made in the 
country, and of that littio, a very 
small quantity indeed was of a 
quality that a good judgo of cheese 
could honeatly call first olass ; tho great ;ir 
part of it was, in truth, very poor stuff in- 
deed. The assertion that as good oheese 
o'Hild over be produced in Canada aa was 
made in CJieahiro would bo looked upon aa 
ainiply ubaurd. Yot Canada has come to be 
a largo exporier of very fine oheeao and is 
now a competitor, and a auooesaful competi- 
tor, of Kngtish oheese-makers in the Eog- 
liah market. This is part of ' what the 
Montreal Ouzotto says of tho rise and pro- 
greesof tha oheeae induatry of Canada : 

No single induRtry iu Canada, certainly 
none connected with farming, haa made 
Buch rapid and oontinuoua elridea in recent 
years aa that of choeso making. In I ho last 
cenaus docennium, namely from 1880 to 
ISDO, the number of f loloriea in the Domin- 
ion inoreased from 70!) to l,-505, tho capital 
invested from $1,021,436 to $2,580. GOO. the 
value of raw material from $4,264,800 to 
SG,804,G00. and the value of the output 
from $5,404,451 to $9,784,300. In 1803, 
tho export of cheeaa from Canada reached 
tlio groat sum of $1,1,407,000, being nearly 
double tho value of oattle and of wheat 
shipped abroad, and no less than 2o por 
cent, of tho total value of all the agricul- 
tural produce exported from the Dominion. 
In cheeao Canada la easily first among 
countriou Hhipping to tho Briciah market, aa 
tho record for the year ending April 30 last, 
clearly ehowa :

lb is true that tho conditions aro esptoiiilly 
favorable horo for tho production fif checae, 
tho supply of rich pasturage and good water 
being unexcelled ; but ihouo advantages 
would not in thoinsolvos have enabled the 
loading poiition of Canada aa a cheese pre 



SOBER SECOND THOUOHT. 

Experience, some of it very dearly bought, 
is teaching the labor leadera of Europe and 
America that tho cause they have at heart 
Is not advanced by strikes small or groat. 
Gouoral Master Workman Sovereign ia re- 
ported to have said quite lately : " I am 
opposed to strikes, wo have struck too 
often," lb ia to be hoped that influential 
worklngmen will take this saying of the 
General Master Workman to heart and come 
to the conclusion that'strikes are both waste- 
ful and cruel ; olael too, not to those whom 
too many employes regard as their 
enemies, but to thoso who are near and 
dear to them, tboir own fiesb, and 
we haye often .^wondered how kind-hearted 
men, fatlhera of fainiiiea and the genisrous 
bread-winners for the helpless persona who 
have claims on them, could find it in their 
heart, for tho sako of tho chance of gaining 
a temporary advantage, to coudomn wives 
and children and other relations dopeudont 
on them to want and aofiering. Thoy knqw 
that every strike brings with It more or less 
of distress, and that those who feel tho dis- 
tress most keenly are innooent creatures for 
whom many of tho strikers would spill their 
hearth' blood. Even when the strike is suc- 
cessful these men muat feel that the advan- 
tage gained was not, in most oases, worth 
the terrible price paid for 'it, Whisn it ia 
considered that there aro ways of obtaining 
all that can possibly bo gained by a strike, 
and a great deal more, by peaceful and 
reasonable means that will not bring sorrow 
or suffering to anyone, we are not surprised 
that Mr. Sovereign and many othei!,^l%.bor 
leaden are siok of strikes and look npon 
them as a ooarse, clumsy and barbarods'way 
of aettling. labor disputes.

Ottawa definitely upon hia return, as to tho 
justice of tho oluiins of tho clerks and cur- 
riora for tho additional pay hitherto allowed 
them in view of the increased cost of liviug 
in the Weat, The olerks ond carriers will 
doubtlcaa have oauao to remember as i 
particularly pleasant iucldont of tho Govor 
nor GGUoral'a viait to this cicy that His 
Kxcellency found time amid liia multitude 
of engagenienta to Incittire into the jaatioe of 
their grievanoe and give it his peraonal 
attention. 

There ia no reason to doubt the efforts of 
the reproaontutivos of Victoria in the Dom- 
inion hoUBO and the citissns of Victoria, sup 
plemented and strengthenod by such repro 
sentationsas His Excellency may havo made 
on the Bubjoot, will result ia removing what 
has evidently been a misunderetandiDg of 
the facts at Ottawa, the re-icetatement of 
carriers and the re-adjaatmeat of their sal- 
aries upon a more equitable basis. 

Inspector Fletcher's metaaee of y'eal«rday 
was from Mr. Willia&i ^hit«. Deputy 
Postmaater-General, and gave the . informa 
tion — wbielt , . the Znipeotbr 'at^^ onbe 
commnnieated t>y', letter! to eaoli'^oi the bus 
pended employes — that "the Postmaiter 
General anthori2eB the re-instatemene - of 
suspended clerks and carriers, bntthe ques- 
tion of salaries and extra payment muse be 
left with tho department to decide and ad 
just," 

The employes were also ieformed in the 
communication addreeaod to them by tho 
inepeotor th*t all who dcBired to return to 
work would bo expected to report for dtity 
at tho inepcotor's offioo by noon of to-day 
(Saturday.) 

There is therefore a bright prospect of lha 
delivery of letters being resumed to-day, 
and of the rc-eBtablishmeat of tho old order 
of things, so far as the prutpoot of the staff 
is concerned, in the post ofiQoo — for it is 
evident that the ronsonablo requirements ot 
the Victoria slnfl are cow reooivlng 
that fair cocsideratioa which only has 
been asked and desired. Should unwise 
oounaela prevail in caueing the employes to 
refuse to resume work to day, it is praotioal- 
ly certain not only that they will forfeit 
their chancoe of rcinstateineat, but that 
they will saoriSco much of ttie sympathy 
which the public has thus far tinaolinously 
extended to them. 

A n oeting of the clerks and carriers to 
consider tho position of ullaire was held laat 
evening in the rooms of tho Y. M. C. A. 
Mr, A, 15. Groy, Deputy Commissioner of 
Conciliation and Arbitration, introduced 
himself to the ineeting, and waa heartily 
received. While expresalng hlmaalf fully in 
sympathy with the position of the employes, 
he repreaonted that their best interests lay 
in returning to the service, and he felt 
aeaured that their, aud the wishes 
of the oommunlty, aa regarda re- 
muneration would be aoeeded to. He 
considered that the Doroihion governmeo t 
in its present action ~ bad igOaef aa far aa it 
could with dignity, and that there ooikld be 
but one moanmg attaohable to'tba request 
tor the employes to return to work, and that 
the desired remuneration would be paid. 
He further pointed out that if they 
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—At 
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declined to return to their poata thoy 
would i^lieuate a groat portion of tho sym- 
pathy hitherto extended to them by the 
public, who up to the present have cheer- 
fully eubmittod to much inconvenience to 
aid tho employes to remedy their wrongs. 

The general tone of the meeting was 
favorable to these views, bub owing to the 
absecoe of a considerable number of the em- 
ployes tbo matter waa deferred for discussion 
at a meeting to be held to-day at 10 o'clock.

TRADE UmomSJI UPHELD. 

r Attorney General Olney Says That the "Work- 
logmen Cannot be Deprived, of the 
Right of Comblnatioiu 

• Phh^elphu, Nov. 0.— The eontioveray 
between the reoeivers of the Beading Rail- 
road Company and such employes as are 

membera of tho Brotherhood of Railway 
Trainmen has prompted an exprcasion of 
opinion from Attorney General Olney, in 
the form of a letter to Judge Dallas, of the 
U. 8. oirouit oonrt, before whom the oaae is 
psoding. The dlffioulty between the two 
organizations reaobed a crisis on August lo 
last, when General Superintendent Swei- 
gard summoned before him eleven employes 
and notified them that tbey should abandon 
the brotherhood as a oondition of retaining 
their places with the railroad aompany. 
Vigoroua protests were made against this 
alternative, and the brotherhood nrged tho 
reosivera to withdraw it, but in answer the 
reoeivera on September 17 wrote ; 

"The policy of tho company ia well 
known to bo that it will not oouaeul that 
poraons in its aervioo shall oivo allcgiuncj to 
other organizations which iiiiiy miiku oleiima 
upon iliom which aro incompatihlu with 
their duties to their cmploytra. This poel- 
tiou was taken adviaodly, and wo have no 
intention of deparlinc from it." 

Attorney-Gfineral Oliioy'a letttr, in an ox- 
hauatlvo discussion of tho (|ueBiionii pre- 
aontod, rcviowa tho various problems and 
tho nonaiatcnt Biiuiitions to bo applied in 
every aspect.

THE ALASKA. BOUNDARY. 

Oae of tho Great Topics at (lie U. Sr 
Capital This Ses- 
sion. 

Tlie Old Delinitiou-Poiuts iu Conteu- 
tioa— Wliat the American Com- 
mlseioner Will Claim. 



(From the Seattle Poat-IntoUIgencer.)- 

The completion of the joint Burvey of tho' 
boundary between liritiah Columbia and 
Alaska by the engineers aont out by the jaint 
international oommission promiaea to make- 
tho quoation one of the greut topics ai) 
Wiiahington City thia winter and tho pro- 
greea of tho negotiation looking to tho final 
delimitation of the boundary will be watched' 
with OEpeoial intoroat on tho PuciQo ooast^. 
whore the trade of Alaeka ia done. 

Ttie work is in tlie bands of a commission 
of the two obnntries interested, whloh' Was 
appointed to aottle the two diaputed quea* 
tions remaining, namely the boundary be- 
tween Maine and New Brunawick and that 
between Alaska and British Columbia. 
Whilo the work on behalf of Great 
Britain ia to bo done at the expense' 
of Canada, tho negotiutiona are to bo con- 
ducted by tho Mother Country, or at least 
iu ita nanio, and no urrangutnout cm be 
cloaed without tho approval of the home 
cabinet. While thia aituation ties the 
handa of Canada in the nrattor, it does not 
give It any coniponsuting advantage, for 
Eniiland is not prepared to Bpend any 
money or to run tho rlek of u serioua dia- 
pute with tho United Stales in regard tO' 
the matter, nevertheless Ci;nudu has shown 
more zeal and liberality in taking up its 
side of the oaae than the United Stateo, for 
while ooiigress ' appropriated $60,000 for the 
whole Burvey, and thia haa proved jaat 
about enough, Canada has spent three times 
aa much and haa eont out larger parties 
aplendidly equipped. 

The old dednition of tho boundary was 
that Alaska was to extend ten marine 
loaguea inland from the general trend of the 
coast, but this vague definition has left the- 
way open for numerous diapntea as to what 
ia the general trend of the cnaat, which will 
be the bnsinesa of tho commission to selitle. 
The boundary aa at proaent vaguely defined 
was agreed upon before any survey had been 
made and when the coaat was supposed to be 
comparatively unbroken, like that of Califor> 
nia. Surveys have shown that it ia broken 
by many deep, broad inlets and estuaries 
similar to Fnget Sound, extending far in- 
land from the propoaed line, and in many 
oaaea more than the speciSed tea marine 
leaguea. It ia on thia point that the moat 
aorioua dispute ia likely to arise, for the 
Ci>nadian commiesioners will claim that the 
general trend of tho coast would cut acroaa 
the mouths of these inlota, whether broad or 
narrow. If thia contention should prevail, 
it would leave a atrip of water aeveral miles 
at the head of oach of these inlota and front- 
ing on a point where a port for tho baok 
country would naturally be eatabliahed in 
Britiah territory. 

The United States, on the other hand, 
will then either have to eatabliah porta ou 
the steep and rocky aides of the inlet 
or allow the produota of iti territory to be 
shipped out of the country through these 
Britiah porta. Thus, by oonooding tho 
Canadian contention on this point, the 
United States would bo yielding up the key 
to ita own territory and would put ita Alaa- 
kan citizens in auoh a poeition that they 
would have to pay perpetual tribute to the 
Britiah. To seouro control of the sea ooaab 
ia of vital Importance to thia oonntry, ainoe 
all the producta of the country aro exported 
and almoat all ita anppliea are imported, and 
tho sea ia tho only meana of Ingress and, 
egresa. Tho American commiaaioner will 
doubtleea claim that the thirty league strip 
ahould be meoBured along both shores and 
up from the head of each of thess larger in- 
lets, olatming that the intention waa to give - 
the United States the whole ^territory nom 
the backbone of. the coast ranRo monntains to 
the sea. This wonld give the United States \ 
control of' the oonntry far Into the interior,' \ 
for the natives of /the interior do their trad- 
ing with the coast Indians,' who do not allow 
them to oroBB the range but sell the products 
brought from the interior to the traders on 
the coast. 

The boundary of the main part of Alaska, 
the northern portion, will not bo a Bubjeob 
of dieputo, but will simply follow a oertain 
degree of longitude, and croaeca tho Yukon 
in tho vicinity of tlio mouth of Forty-Mile 
creok, leaving tho placer mines of the Upper 
Yukon in Britiah Columbia. Aa the only 
practicablo route to tho Upper Yukon ia 
over tho Chilkat pasa, it will bo quite » 
natural for Canada to aaeert a claim to the 
Chilkat country.

It had also 
shown its benevolent neutrality liy" at- 
tempting to promote poaco between the 
two warring powers. In thia delicate and 
difficult businoas the governmi'Dt liad gono 
hand in hand with Rusaia and other inter- 
ested powers. Although tho sky was not 
oloar, tho government would lot no oppor- 
tunity slip to aultle the'war. Gruat liritain's 
rtilutinna toward Russia aro most, cordial, 
tho dlliiculty na to aphorea of Irllaonooln 
Asia having been terminated. If all tho Euro- 
peau countriea concerned oould only proceed 
anrdially and without auapicicn in Asiatic 
affairs a groat atep would bo taken to soouro 
tho peace of the world. Only recently tho 
civilized world had been shookod by the 
assassination of the president of a country 
with whioh England ought to stand ahoulder 
to shoulder in generous commercial rivalry.
